Parents’ Review School. Examiners’ Report, Dec., 1901. 

A very satisfactory amount of work has been done in the term, and the 
syllabus generally faithfully followed, if the parents’ reports as well as the 
work sent up for examination be taken into account. The number of 
subjects however, submitted to the test of the written examination, shows 
some diminution on previous years. 

The best results have been attained in Bible Lessons, Dictation, 
Arithmetic, Euclid and Tales, all subjects showing about 50 per cent, of 
papers with 90 per cent, or upwards of full marks, and only about 20 to 25 
per cent, below the average. 

Natural History and Greek History also both show very satisfactory 
work ; but English History fails to maintain, for the first time, the high 
standard invariably reached in former examinations.

The Young Barbarians, by Ian Maclaren : third edition (Hodder and 
Stoughton, 6/-). We do not as a rule know much about Scotch schools and 
Scotch school-boys, except this — that the outcome are men of renown in 
many lands.
